NE of the prime miniſters and favourites of Henry the VIth. and 
his Queen, ſaid to have been too familiar with her Majeſty, and 
to have had a hand in the murder of Humphry, Duke of Glouceſter, 8c. 
He was beheaded at Sea, in going to baniſhment, 1450. 


ALICE, his Dutcheſs, 


Was grand-daughter of Chaucer, the poet, the Duke was her third 
huſband, her ſecond was Thomas De Montacute Earl of Saliſbury, and her 
firſt Sir —— Philips. She brought the Duke a very large dowry. 


SIR JohN FASTOLFF, 


Was made a Knight of the Garter for his many great exploits in the 
wars in France, and judicious management of the lieutenancy and 
vernment which he held in Normandy, &c. In 1440 he finally returned 
to England, where he ſhone as bright in virtue, as he had abroad in valour, 
living in great ſplendor, charity, and hoſpitality: he died upwards of ninety 
years of age, 1459. | | 
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RICHARD PLANTAGENET, Duke of York, 
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| 

1 Father of Edward the IVth. and Richard the IIId. was Regent of 
Fi France on the death of the great Duke of Bedford, and twice Protector 
Fi of the Realm under Henry the VIth. After a variety of fortunes, he was 
| declared by parliament, ſucceſſor to the Crown, and in maintenance 
| of his right, (being deſcended from the third fon of Edward the IIId. 
it whereas Henry was _ from the fourth,) was ſlain in battle againſt Queen

Son. in-law of the great Earl of Warwick, had a command in the bat- 
tle at Barnet field; after which, being taken by Edward the IVth. he was 
ſent priſoner to the caſtle of Hams, from whence, ſome time after, he N 
eſcaped and joined the Earl of Richmond, in whoſe army at Boſworth- 4 
field, he was a Captain of the Archers: he died 1512.

SIR HENRY WENTWORTH, 


Son of Sir Philip, by Mary, daughter of Fobn Lord Clifford, was in the 
Expedition with Edward the IVth. when he demanded the reſtoration 
of the kingdom of France; on the marriage of Edward's ſecond ſon, he 
was made a Knight of the Bath: in the reign of Henry the VIIth. he 
was alſo much in eſteem, and employed as a Commiſſioner in raiſi 
Supplies, &c. particularly * Perkin Warbeck. His grandſon, for

his extraordinary courage and other abilities, was made Lord Wentworth 
in the 21ſt of Henry the VIIIth. | 
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RING HENRY the VIch. 


The only child of the victorious Henry the Vth. by Catherine, daughter 
of Charles the VIth. of France; he was called the Prince of Prieſts, and 
was more fit for a Monk than a King. He was ſo weak a Prince as 
to be governed by every deſigning party that from time to time hap- 
pened to be about him, to his own very great misfortunes, -as well as the 
miſery and devaſtation of his ſubjects, and the loſs of nearly all the con- 
queſts made in France. Edward the IVth. was under the cruel neceſſity 
of ſacrificing him to his own ſafety, 1471. 


KING EpwaRD Zhe IVth. 


Eldeſt ſurviving ſon of Richard, Duke of York, was reckoned the 
handſomeſt man of his time, he made his way to the throne by his ſword; 
when ſettled in the Kingdom, he ſuffered his active and enterprizing 
nature, to fink into indolence and diſſipation, which was ſometimes ac- 
companied by cruelty : he died 1483. 8 


KING EpwARD he Vth. 


Eldeſt ſon of Edward the IVth. by Elizabeth, Widow of Sir John Grey, 
was between twelve and Mirteen years old when he ſucceeded his father, 
but never crowned; the ambition of his uncle Richard, Duke of Glou- 
ceſter, cauſing him and his brother to be ſmothered in the Tower, when 
he had borne the title of King only two months and twelve days, 1483.

Kina RICHARD the IIId. | 


The eighth and youngeſt ſon of Richard, Duke of York, made his way 
to the crown, by hypocriſy, fraud, and murder: Notwithſtanding, he 
was a man of ſuch great abilities for government, as' to be eſteemed a 
good King, though ſo bad a man; he was killed in the battle of Boſ- 
worth-field, after fighting in perſon with the greateſt courage and fury 
imaginable, 1485, 
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Joun Howarp, Duke of Norfolk, 


A faithful adherent to the houſe of York, and the firſt Duke of his fa- 
mily, was a man of great courage, integrity, and addreſs, and is ſaid to 
have had no ſhare in the cruelties of Richard III. in whoſe cauſe, and 
with whom he was killed, 1485. | 


Kinc HENRY zhe VIIth. 


Deſcended from Catharine, widow of Henry V. by Owen Tudor, was on 
the day he obtained the victory over Richard III. at Boſworth-field, pro- 
claimed King by the army, but not crowned till he renewed his promiſe 
to marry El:zabeth, the eldeſt daughter of Edward IV. the completion of 
which, united the long contending houſes of York and Lancaſter, to the 
great joy of the nation. — Henry was wiſe and 2 but his rigid po- 
licy, together with his jealouſy of the title of the houſe of York, ex- 
tended to cruelty and malignity, ſo that even his Queen did not eſcape 
it, and his great avarice in the latter end of his reign, induced him 
to be very oppreſſive to his ſubjects: he died 159 


MaRrGARET, Counteſs of Richmond and Derby. 
A 


Was mother of Henry VII. by the firſt of her three huſbands, Edmund 
Tudor, Earl of Richmond, half brother of Henry VI. She was ſole 
daughter and heir of h Beaufort, Duke of Somerſet, grandſon of Jobn 
of Gaunt, fourth ſon of Edward III. After the death of her laſt huſband 
the Earl of Derby, ſhe engaged herſelf in a vow of celibacy, and was 
admitted into five ſeveral religious houſes. —She was a woman of great 


iety and a celebrated foundreſs; at her death, ſhe was allied to thirty 
Kings and Queens, beſides ſeveral Princes, Dukes, Marquiſes, and Earls. 


She died about three months after her ſon Henry VII. 1 509. 


THOMAS HowarD, Earl of Surry, 


Son of John, Duke of Norfolk, was taken priſoner in the battle at Boſ- 
worth-field, and ſent to the tower, but ſome time after releaſed and re- 
ſtored to his Earldom, and made Lord High Treaſurer. In the begin- 
ning of the reign of Henry VIII. he ſhewed his generalſhip by the famous 
victory he gained at the battle of Flodden-field, for which he was reſtor- 
ed to the dukedom of his father. This great man, who was not lefs great 
in the cabinet, than in the field, died 1 524. 
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King Henry he VIIIth. 


The ſon of Henry VII. by Elizabeth of York, was not eighteen years 
old when he ſucceeded to the crown.—He was the moft accompliſhed 
Prince of his time, and unfortunately for his ſubjects, he knew it, for as 
he ripened in years, he not only made his own will a law, right or wrong, 
but brought them into little leſs than ſlavery, by over awing his parlia- 
ments, and depriving many of their lives and fortunes, even ſome of his 
favourites. e had fix Queens, two of whom he divorced, two he be- 


headed, and the laſt but narrowly eſcaped the block. He died 1 547. 


CATHARINE, ii Queen of Henry the VIIIth. 


The youngeſt daughter of Ferdinand, King of Arragon, by 1/abella, 

een of Caſtile, King and Queen of Spain; at eighteen. was married 
to Arthur, Prince of Wales, and became his widow in little more than 
four months; ſhe was afterwards married to Henry VIII. and crown- 
ed with him; living in his good graces for eighteen years, before 
his conſcience was touched with the unlawfulnefs of his marriage: when 
this, and his growing paſſion for Anna Bullen, occaſioned her divorce 1533. 
She was an exemplary good woman, and ſuffered much on account of her 
ſeparation from the King, whom ſhe affectionately loved. She died 1 536. 


CATHARINE, 4% Queen of HENRY She VIIIth. 
The eldeſt daughter of Sir Thomas Parr, and widow of John Nevil, 


Lord Latimer, was a woman of learning and great abilities: ſhe marsi- 
ed Henry VIII. 1543, which verified the ſarcaſm made upon one of his 
tyrannical acts two years before, that he muſt marry none but a widow. 
She was a favourer of the reformation, and had like to have fallen a ſa- 
crifice to it, for Henry inſiſted that every one ſhould believe in all points, 
preciſely as himſelf. Soon after the King's death ſhe was married to Sir 
Thomas Seymour, uncle to Edward the VIth. for whom ſhe had an affec- 
tion, before her marriage with the King ; her partiality in his favour was 
repaid by him with ill uſage, ſhe died, ſoon after her delivery of a daugh- 


ter, not without the ſtrongeſt ſuſpicion of being poiſoned by him, 1 548. 


THOMAS CRANMER, Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, 


The ſon of Thomas Cranmer, Eſq; of Aſlakton in Nottinghamſhire, was 
born 1489. He received his education at Jeſus College, Cambridge, 


vhere he commenced a Doctor in Divinity: his great and extenſive 


learning and other abilities, occaſioned his being conſulted when Henry 
| the 
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the VIItth. was about to divorce his Queen, Catharine of Arragon; and 


his opinion being that the marriage was unlawful and ought to be diſſolv- 
ed, he became high in favour with that monarch, who ſent him to 
Rome and other courts concerning it, and at the death of Arch-biſhop 


Warham, made him Arch-biſhop of Canterbury. The King had ſuch 


an eſteem for him, that he continued him in his favour to the laſt, to 
the no ſmall mortification of his many and powerful enemies, and further 
honoured him, with mentioning him firſt as executor in his laſt will. 
During the reign of Edward the VIth. he was indefatigable in carrying 
on the reformation, both at home and abroad: but when Mary aſcended 
the throne, he became a ſacrifice to her reſentment, not for religion only, 
but chiefly for the active part he had taken in her mother's divorce ; 
notwithſtanding ſhe herſelf owed her life to his ſolicitation with her 
father, when he had reſolved on her death, for diſobedience to his 
commands. This great and good man, who was the ornament of our 
church and nation, was burnt as a heretick, 15 56. 


Tromas Howarp, third Duke of Norfolk, 
Son to the victorious Duke who gained the battle at Flodden-field, 


was made Earl of Surry for the ſhare he had in that victory. He was 


Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, and after his father's reſignation, made Trea- 
ſurer and Lord High Admiral; but at length had like to have fallen a 
victim, (as his ſon had juſt before,) to the jealouſy of Henry the VIIIth. 
and whoſe death only prevented it. He remained a priſoner during the 
reign of Edward the VIth. but was releaſed when Mary aſcended the 
throne, and, notwithſtanding he was above eighty years of age, was 
again ſeen at the head of an army, and helped to ſuppreſs Yyat's rebel- 


lion: he died 1554. 
CHARLES BRANDON, Duke of Suffolk, 


Son of Sir William Brandon, ſtandard-bearer of Henry the VIIth. who 
was killed by the hand of Richard the IIId. at Boſworth-field, was the 


companion of Henry the VIIIth. in his youth, and became one of his 


moſt particular favorites. — He was a man of great courage, and diſtin- 
guiſhed himſelf in tilts and tournaments; after the taking of Tourney, in 
1513, in which he had a great ſhare, he was made a Duke. He marr1-- 
ed Mary, Queen Dowager of France, ſiſter to Henry the VIIIth. whoſe 
affections he had gained before her marriage with Louis the XIIth. This 
deſerving Nobleman, was gracetul in perſon, valiant, humble, bountiful, 
and unaffected; ſo that he gained univerſal eſteem. He was 


a Knight of the Garter, and Knight of the Order of St. Michael, died 
1545. | 
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TroMas CROMWELL, Earl of Eſſex, 


Was a man of mean birth, but great abilities; on his return from 
abroad, where he had been for improvement, he was taken into the ſer- 
vice of Cardinal Molſey, after whoſe fall, he was employed by Henry the 
VIIIth. who for his merit, knighted him in 1531, five years after created 
him Baron Cromwell, next year a Knight of the Garter, and two 
years after that, Earl of Eſſex.— He was of the greateſt ſervice to 
Henry the VIIIth. in the ſuppreſſion of the monaſteries, and was made 
his Vice-regent: this gave him the precedence of all the great officers of 
State; after being thus raiſed, he was ſuddenly arreſted, attainted, and 
beheaded, without even having been brought to a trial, 1.540. 


Kino Rowan be Vith. 


The only ſon of Henry the VIIIth. by his moſt beloved Queen, Jane 
Seymour. He was only nine years and a quarter old when he ſucceeded his 
father, who, by his will, left him under the guardianſhip of ſixteen execu- 
tors, out of whom they choſe one as protector, viz. Edward Seymour, after 
Duke of Somerſet, the King's uncle: unhappily for the nation, the am- 
bition of ſome, and the prejudice of party in others, rendered this ſhort 
reign full of trouble, and an eaſy prey to the bigotry of the next ſuc- 
ceſſor.— This young King was eſteemed for his age, the moſt ſenſible, 
learned, accompliſhed, TY pious of any then living; he died in a decline, 


not without ſome ſuſpicion of foul play, 1553. 


JohN ALasco, 


A noble Polander, before he became a Proteſtant, was a Biſhop of the 
church of Rome, but ſoon after his reform, was obliged to leave his 
country, from whence he went and ſettled at Embden, in Eaſt Frieſland, 
where he was choſe by the Proteſtants, their Paſtor; ſometime after, on 
account of their religion, they were forced to fly thence, when they came 
to England, and were kindly received by Edward VI. who granted them 
the church in Auſtin-friars: on the acceſſion of Mary they were ordered 
to leave this kingdom, hence they retired to Denmark, where they diſ- 
perſed, and Ala/co went to Francfort, and eſtabliſhed a church; from 
thence he was called to his own country, by letters ſigned by upwards 
of forty of the nobility: the King, his nephew, conſulted him in all 
weighty matters, knowing him to be a man of great piety, parts, and 


learning: he died 1 560. 
i | | QUEEN 
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n Queen Mary, : 


Daughter of Henry VIII. by Catharine of Aragon, his firſt Queen, whom 
he divorced, did not immediately come to the :Throne, os 6" Gray 
having been proclaimed according to the will of Edward VI. Mary 
was not at all beloved, and perhaps never would have aſcended it, had 
not the univerſal hatred to the Duke of Northumberland, Lady Jane's 
Father-in-law, made the nation think it better to be under her, than his ty- 
ranny and r for he was, and doubtleſs would have continued at the 
head of a 
a weak underſtanding, a melancholy, obſtinate and unrelenting temper; 
which, together with a blind zeal for her religion, and ill adviſers, ren- 
dered her ſhort reign, the moſt horrid and cruel, on account of religion, 
that was ever known in this country: ſhedied 1558. 


Prnirtie II. King of Spain, 


Son of the Emperor Charles V. by 1/abel, daughter of Emanuel, King of 
Portugal, was not eight and twgnty when he married Mary 7 — of 
England, who was above ten years older than himſelf. The Emperor 
by procuring this marriage, which, as it happened, only gave his ſon the 


empty title of King of England, coſt him, through the policy of Biſhop 

Gardiner, to bribe the Parliament, &c. twelve hundred thouſand crowns. 

Djybilip left the e a little more than a yeay after his marriage, 
| 


and probably would never have ſeep her more, had not policy, about two 
years after brought him, to perſuade the Queen to break with France; the 
which, tho” it gained Philip, by the aſſiſtance of the Engliſh, the famous 
battle of St. Quintin; yet the next year it coſt England the key of 
France, our ancient City of Calais, which was taken by ſurpriſe by the 
French. The ſucceſs of Philip in the next reign, with his invincible 
Armada is well known: he died 1 594. : 


| Roprrr FrxRAR, Biſhop of St. Davids, 


Was born within the Vicarage of Halifax, in Yorkſhire, began his 
education at Cambridge, and finiſhed it at Oxford. He became Chap- 
lain to Archbiſhop Cranmer, with whom he was a favourite, as alſo with 
the Protector Somerſet, under Edward VI. who made him a Biſhop : on 
the fall of the Protector, he was greatly harraſſed by his enemies; and in 
Mary's reign, he was burnt as a lutheran heretick, for having a wife, &c,

Irs, if the Lady Jane had ſucceeded. Mary was a woman of 
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Queen ELIZABETH, 


Daughter of Henry VIII. by his ſecond Queen, Ann Bullen, was a wo- 
man of learning, and extraordinary underſtanding ; ſhe had a facility in 
reading men, as well as books, ſo that ſhe choſe wiſe and prudent mint- 
ſters : ſhe ever ſhewed a particular regard for her ancient nobility, when 
they did not oppoſe her intereſt ; was always miſtreſs of her favours, and 
of her favourites, who were only tenants at will : in ſhort, ſhe perfected 
the Reformation of the Church, and by her ſagacity, policy, and diſſimu- 
lation, was a match for enemies © the moſt powerful, the moſt artful, 
the moſt ſubtle, and the leaſt ſcrupulous in Europe.“ She managed her 
revenues with ſuch prudence, as never to oppreſs her ſubjects ; who en- 
Joyed under heru greater felicity, than was ever known to their anceſtors. 
And what deprivations of life or liberty happened in her long reign, 
were legal (the affair of Mary Queen of Scots excepted) or neceſſitated. 
She died in the 7oth year of her age, 1603. 


Mary, Queen of Scotland, 


Elizabeth's rival, was grand-daughter of a Margaret, eldeſt ſiſter 
of Henry VIII. and daughter of James V. by his ſecond Queen, Mary of 
Lorraine, who after his death became regent. The Princeſs Mary ſhewed 
a diſpoſition naturally inclined to virtue; but being ſent by her mother, 
whilſt very young, into France, to avoid marriage with Edward VI. to 
whom ſhe had been contracted, ſhe was brought up in the gallantry and 
bigotry of that court; and afterwards married Francis, eldeſt ſon ef 
Henry II. She there laid the foundation of her ruin, in being inſtigated 
by them to aſſume the title of Queen of England; and by this firſ of- 
fence, gave cauſe to Elizabeth ever after to look upon her with a jealous 
eye. Francis her huſband dying a year after he became king, ſhe re- 
turned to Scotland ; and, by the advice of France, at firſt took part 
with the Proteſtants, whoſe party was the moſt powerful: but they no- 
ticing her irregularities, ſhe afterwards turned to the Popiſh party, to 
which ſhe was more naturally inclined. She never could be prevailed 
upon to ratify the treaty of Edinburgh, which perfectly convinced the 
ſagacious Elizabeth of her deſign to dethrone her, if ever opportunity 
offered. Mary's ill conduct however gave little proſpect of ſuch an event, 
as ſhe ſuited Elizabelb's policy as well as her own inclination in marrying 
Lord Darnley. Her exceſſive partiality to Riccio (an Italian muſician) 
diſguſted her nobility, and inſtigated her huſband to aſſaſſinate the fa- 
vourite to revenge himſelf of her hatred, which was now as violent as 
befare had been her tenderneſs. To this ſucceeded (through her con- 
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2610) 
nivance at leaſt) his deſtruction by Bothwell, whom ſhe ſoon after mar- 
ried. Theſe proceedings occaſioned the nobility to take arms, and force 
her to reſign the crown to her ſon: afterwards on endeayouring to regain 
it, ſhe was totally defeated, and obliged to fly into England for protec. 
tion ; but was detained there a priſoner by Elizabeth, upwards of eigh- 
teen years: after various plots and conſpiracies in Mary's favour againſt 
the life and government of Elizabeth, ſhe fell a victim to her rival's ſu- 


periority. hen ſhe was beheaded (1586-7) ſhe gloried in her death, 
placing to the account of her religion, what was in fact a ſacrifice to 


our then national policy, rather than to juſtice. 


Joun WnrTeirT, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 


The ſon of Henry Whitgift, a merchant of Great Grimſby, in Lincoln- 
ſhire, was educated chiefly at Cambridge; and early in the reign of Eli- 
zabeth, having preached before her majeſty, ſhe appointed him her. 
chaplain. Soon after he was made Maſter of Trinity College, and took 
the degree of Doctor of Divinity ; he then firſt began to diſtinguiſh 
himſelt as a defender of the doctrine of the church of England. In 
I 571, he was made Vice-chancellor of the Univerſity of Cambridge (which 
he greatly reſtored to order) ; a ſhort time after, he was made Dean of 
Lincoln, and in 1576 Biſhop of Worceſter ; from thence he was tranſ- 
lated to the archbiſhopric of Canterbury, 1583. This great man, who 
was an able and eloquent preacher, was naturally of a warm temper, 
which had been much heated by controverſy, and irritated by the ill 
language of his opponents, who, however right they might think them- 
ſelves, certainly acted. with little decorum, and in conſequence were 
treated with rigour. He lived in a magnificent and hoſpitable manner ; 
had a kind of academy in his palace,, where young gentlemen were in- 
ſtructed, at his expence, in the languages, mathematics, and other 
ſciences. He founded Croydon hoſpital and free-ſchool. Died 1603-4. 


THOMAS HowarD, fourth Duke of Norfolk, 


Son of the famous Henry Earl of Surry, who was beheaded through 
the peeviſh jealouſy of Henry VIII. ; he was reſtored in blood on the 
acceſſion of — 4 and when Elizabeth came to the throne, was one of 
the firſt ſhe made a Knight of the Garter, and took into particular fa- 
vour, conſtituting him Lieutenant General of the northern parts of her 
kingdom. He truly merited this diſtinction, being not only the greateſt 
ſubject in title, fortune, and influence, but one of the beſt of men: how- 
ever, unfortunately for him, he engaged in the deſperate cauſe of Mary 


Queen 
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Queen of Scots, whom he would have married, and reinſtated in her throne, 
being actuated thereto by the powerful paſſions of love and ambition, 
which brought him to the block, 1572 ; his death was as generally lament- 
ed, as he had been univerſally beloved for his beneficence, affability, and 
generoſity. He was Knight of the order of St. Michael, as well as of 
the Garter. ; | 


ELIZABETH, Counteſs of Shrewſbury, 


The daughter of John Hardwick, Eſq. of Hardwick in Derbyſhire, was 
a woman of wit, beauty, and addreſs; ſhe was four times married, and 
by each marriage greatly advanced her fortune and honour, eſpecially 
through the firſt and laſt; by the former ſhe became very rich, by the 
latter, not only more rich and honourable, but managed it ſo, as to unite 
two of her children, a ſon and a daughter by her ſecond huſband, (Sir 
William Cavendiſh anceſtor of the Dukes of Devonſhire and Newcaſtle) 
to two of the Earl of Shrewſbury's, by his former wife. She had the 
honour of being keeper of Mary Queen of Scots, «during ſeventeen years 
of her impriſonment ; but unfortunately for the captive Queen, ſhe be- 
came jealous of her, as appears from her anſwer to Queen E/:zabeth when 
ſhe inquired after Queen Mary, © Madam, fhe cannot do ill while ſhe is with 
* my huſband ; and 1 begin to grow jealous, they are ſo great together.” The 
Countels ſurvived the Earl of Shrewſbury ſeventeen years, living in ab- 
ſolute power and plenty till her death, 1607, at the age of upwards of 
ninety years. She endowed an hoſpital at Derby for twelve poor people, 


who have each ten pounds a year. 


MARGARET, Counteſs of Cumberland, 


Youngeſt daughter of. Francis Ruſſel, ſecond Earl of Bedford, was 
married, .1577, to the gallant George Clifford, Earl of Cumberland, who 
made no leſs than eleven voyages againſt the Spaniards, chiefly at his 
own expence, to the great ſervice of his country, -though he greatly im- 
paired his own fortune by it. He was ſo taken up with theſe adven- 
tures, tournaments, &c. that he much neglected his amiable Counteſs, 
whom he left a widow, 1605. She ſurvived him till 1616. Their only 


ſurviving child was the famous Ann, Counteſs of Dorſet and Pembroke, 
of whom hereafter. 
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RoperT DvuDLEy, Earl of Leiceſter, 


Grandſon of Edmund Dudley, a martyr to the prerogative in the be- 
ginning of the reign of Henry VIII. and ſon of John Duke of Northum- 
berland, that was a ſacrifice to his ambition in the beginning of the reign 
of Queen Mary. He was a man of engaging perſon, addreſs, and inſi- 
nuating behaviour. On the acceſſion of Elizabeth, he became very high 
in her favour; ſhe had ſuch an affection for him, that ſhe declared, if he 
was a prince and not a ſubject, ſhe would have married him: in ſhort, 
ſhe denied him nothing elſe, which might contribute to his honour or 
profit; and. he on his part was very conſtant and aſſiduous in his attend- 
ance on her perſon : her extraordinary partiality for him, had ſhe known 
his real character, would certainly be one of her greateſt —_— ; for he 
was a hypocrite in religion, treacherous, malicious, oppreſſive, luſt- 
ful, and of an unrelenting ambition, artfully occaſioning all who ſtood in 
his way to be ſacrificed by poiſon, or ſome other means; it was a com- 
mon ſaying when any of Leiceſter's opponents died, that it was a Leiceſter 
cold. He died, 1588, not without ſome ſuſpicion of being poiſoned 
himſelf. He was Knight of the Garter, and of the order of St. Michael. 


 AmBRosE DuDLEy, Earl of Warwick, 


An elder brother of the Earl of Leiceſter's, was with him condemned 
to die for their ſhare in the affair of the Lady Jane Grey; but were 

pardoned by Queen Mary, reſtored in blood, and at laſt taken into 
favour ; they had a command and ſhare in the victory at the battle 
of St. Quintin's. Ambroſe was created Earl of Warwick in the be- 
ginning of the reign of Elizabeth, next made Maſter of the Ordnance, 
and ſoon after Governor of Havre de Grace, where ſhe ſent to inveſt 
him with the order of the Garter. He was a man of honour and great 
courage, tempered with an equal prudence; he ſuſtained a long ſiege 
by the French, during the complicated miſeries of war, famine, and peſ- 
tilence, and would not ſurrender till he had the Queen's expreſs orders. 
Here he received a wound in his leg, which in the end proved his death, 
1589. He was Chief Butler of England, and ſo generally beloved as 
to be called the Good Earl of Warwick. | 


THOMAS RADCLIFF, Earl of Suſſex, 


A competitor of the Earl of Leiceſter's, was grandſon of Robert Lord 
Fitz-Walter, created by Henry VIII. the firſt Far 
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fon of Henry the ſecond Earl. He was a man of learning, great 
honour, courage, and honeſty : was thrice Ambaſſador, twice for Queen 
Mary, and once for Elizabeth; he was alſo Viceroy of Ireland, where he 
ſuppreſſed all riſing rebellions, and prevented Scotland from joining 
them; he was governor of the northern parts of England, where he 
routed the rebels, and deſtroyed their caſtles; was Lord Chamberlain, a 
Knight of the Garter, and a Privy Counſellor. His valour and integrity 
drew the ſoldiers after him, as did Leiceſter's „ 0 cunning 
the courtiers : a conſtant court faction was maintained between them, 
and their animoſity was ſo great, that their ſervants and followers were 
armed who attended-them to and from court, &c. ; till the Queen inter- 


* fered, for fear of miſchief, and in vain attempted a reconciliation. 


Suſſex, notwithſtanding his enmity to Leiceſter, generouſly interpoſed, 
and diſſuaded the Queen from committing him to the Tower, when ſhe 
heard of his marriage with the Earl of Eſſex's widow. 4 I 583, 


warning his friends about him to beware of Leiceſter. 


WALTER DEVEREUX, Earl of Eſſex, 


Grandſon of Walter Viſcount Hereford, and ſon of Sir Richard Deve- 
reux, by Dorothy daughter of George Earl of Huntington, ſucceeded his 
grandfather as Viſcount Hereford in the laſt of Queen Mary. He was 
created Earl of Eſſex by Queen Elizabeth, 1572, and made a Knight of 
the Garter, which he merited, by his courage, honeſty, and genero- 
fity. He greatly diſtinguiſhed himſelf by ſuppreſſing a rebellion in the 
North ; and was afterwards ſent againſt the rebels in Ireland, where his 
generalſhip and prudent management were fruſtrated by the practices 
of the Earl of Leiceſter. He was next made Earl Marſhal of that 
kingdom, but more haraſſed than ever by means of Leiceſter. He 
died, 1576, by poiſon as was generally believed, through the procurement 
7 Leiceſter, who ſoon after married his widow, a daughter of Sir Francis 

nolles. 


EDdwaAaRD CLINTON, Earl of Lincoln, 


The ſon of Thomas Lord Clinton, who died 1 517 of the ſweating ſick- 
neſs, ſucceeded him when only five years old, and was educated under 
the wardenſhip of Henry VIII. He firſt diſtinguiſhed himſelf in tilts 
and tournaments, and after, in 1544, at the taking and burning of 
Edinburgh, for which he was knighted. Soon after he aſſiſted in the 
taking of Bullogne. In the firſt of Edward VI. he was made Admiral 
of the fleet againſt the Scots; where his conduct was ſo great, that 
through it the Protector Somerſet gained a complete, victory over 


them.

them. He not long after was made Governor of Bullogne, where he 
held out againſt the French (although in great want of Proviſions of 
every kind), till he had orders from the king and council to deliver it, 
purſuant to a treaty of peace. On his return, he received the thanks of Y 
the king and council; and beſides being greatly rewarded, was conſti- 
tuted Lord High Admiral, and choſe a Knight of the Garter. In 1553, 
he was made Governor of the Tower of London. On the acceſſion of 
Mary he was deprived of his employments; yet was ſo loyal that he 
helped to ſuppreſs Wyat's rebellion. He had alſo a ſhare in the victory 
of St. Quintin's; after this he was made Lord High Admiral again, 
when he took, plundered, and burnt Conquet. On the acceſſion of 
Elizabeth, he was continued Lord High Admiral (and remained ſo till 
his death). He helped to ſuppreſs the rebellion in 1569, raiſed by the 
Earls of Northumberland and Weſtmoreland. In 1572, he was created 
Earl of Lincoln. This great man, who was juſtly eſteemed an ornament }. 
to his country for his wiſdom and valour, died 1584-5, aged 72.

Henry HASTINOGS, Earl of Huntington, 


Grandſon of Lord George Haſtings, created Earl of Huntington by 
Henry VIII. and ſon of Francis, Earl of Huntington, by Catharine, 
daughter of Henry Pole Lord Montecute (fon of Sir Richard Pole, by 

Margaret Counteſs of Saliſbury, daughter of the Duke of Clarence, Ed- 
ward the I'Vth's brother), ſucceeded his father 1561, was a Knight of 
the Garter, a Privy Counſellor, Preſident of the North, Maſter of the 
Queen's Hart-hounds, '&c. He died 1595. Cambden ſays, © He was 
« a man of mild nature, and inflamed with zeal of the purer religion, 
e and that he much diminiſhed his fortune by relieving the hotter 
« ſpirited miniſters.” | 


ROBERT DEVEREUX, Earl of Eſſex, 


The ſon of Walter, Earl of Eſſex, afore-mentioned, by his wife Lei- 

tice Knolles, a couſin of Queen Elizabeth, was but ten years old when his 

| father died: at ſeventeen he made his firſt appearance at court : 
X about two years after, he was made General of the Horſe, and diſtin- 
= r himſelf in the battle of Zutphin: at twenty, he was made Ma- 
er of the Horſe, and a Knight of the Garter. On the death of the 

Earl of Leiceſter, his father-in-law, he became the particular favourite 

of the Queen, who not only gave him occaſionally the chief commands by 

land and ſea, but alſo grants, &c. to the value of 300,0001. He, with 

the Lord Howard, in 1596, took and plundered the city of Cadiz, and 

| ; deſtroyed

deſtroyed all the ſhips in the harbour; this loſs to Spain, at the leaſt 
computation, was twenty millions of ducats. He the next year took, 
deſtroyed, and annoyed many places more, belonging to Spain, and took 
three of their ſhips richly laden, that more than paid the expedition, but 
miſſed the Plate fleet, which was his chief object. On his return 
he was made Earl Marſhal of England, and choſe Chancellor of the 
Univerſity of Cambridge ; he was afterwards Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land, where his conduct was blameable, owing to certain informa- 


tion he received, that his enemies at home were contriving his ruin: 


on his return, being forſaken by the Queen, to the triumph of his enemies, 
his violent nature could brook it no longer, and he attempted to raiſe a 
rebellion to be revenged of them ; in which he completely W the pur- 

ſe of his more cool and deliberate enemies, by bringing himſelf to the 
block, 1601, in the thirty-fourth year of his age. It is recorded he was be- 
headed with the ſame axe that the Queen's mother was. The great mu- 
nificence of this valiant and accompliſhed nobleman, who was honeſt, open, 
and ſincere (even to his enemies), 2 him the e eee as 
well as the * and his chief faults appear to be too great a thirſt 
after fame and popularity, which naturally made him enemies; eſpecially 
as he himſelf was envious of others in theſe particulars. 


CuARLES HOWARD, Earl of Nottingham, 


Was grandſon of Thomas, ſecond Duke of Norfolk, and fon of illiam, 
Lord Effingham, who was made Lord High Admiral on the acceſſion of 
Mary. He ſerved under his father in ſeveral expeditions. In 1571, he was 
elected Member for Surry : the next year his father dying, he not only 
ſucceeded him in title, but alſo as Chamberlain of the Houſhold; and 
the year after was made a Knight of the Garter. In 1585, he was made 
Lord High Admiral; and in 1588, in the well-known defeat of the 
Armada, he diſplayed, as Chiet Commander, gout magnanimity, pru- 
dence, and valour. In 1596, he, with the rl of Hex, took and 
plundered Cadiz, &c. as has been mentioned : after his return, he was 
created Earl of Nottingham. In 1599, while the Earl of Eſſex was 
in Ireland, he had the ſole command, both of the fleet and army, 
with the title of Lord Lieutenant General of England, which he held 
ſix weeks with almoſt a regal authority. On the acceſſion of James]. 
he not only retained his office of Lord High Admiral, but was Lord 
High Steward at his coronation; ſoon after Ambaſſador to the court of 
Spain, which was ſo ſplendid, that his retinue conſiſted of 650 perſons, 
amongſt whom were 11 Peers and 50 Knights. Soon after his return 
from this embaſly, being infirm, he reſigned his office of Lord Admiral, 
in favour of Filliers, Duke of Buckingham, on conditions to his own ſa- 

tis faction. 
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tis faction. He died 1624, aged 88, having been a Knight of the Gar- 
ter 52 years. 

This great and valiant nobleman was the avowed enemy of the Earl of 
Eſſex, and headed a party that conſpired his ruin; but what's more to 
be regreted in ſo diſtinguiſhed a character is, that his enmity was ſo 

reat, as even to cauſe his death, by preventing his Counteſs from de- 
erte a ring to the Queen, which Eſſex had truſted her with, he 
having received it from the Queen as a pledge of her affection, ſo that at 
the return of it pardon would enſue, let the crime be what it would. 


MaTHEw STUART, Earl of Lenox, 


Grandſon of Mathew, Earl of Lenox, who was killed at the battle of 
Flodden Field, and ſon of John, who was appointed one of the Lords of 
the regency by James V. He, in the early part of his life, ſerved 
France in the wars of Italy, greatly to his reputation. On his return, 
being a frank and open-hearted nobleman, he fell into the ſnare of 
Cardinal Beaton ; when finding he could not with ſafety ſtay at home, 
or go to France, he came into England, where he was graciouſly re- 
ceived by Henry VIII. who gave him in marriage his niece, the Lady 
Margaret Douglas, with a good eſtate. He lived in England till 1 563, 
when he was re-called, after being from his own country 20 years. In 
1566, his ſon, Lord Darnley, was married to Queen Mary ; but was mur- 
dered in leſs than a year after. The Earl of Lenox, from this time, 
lived in retirement, till the death of the Earl of Murray, when he was 
unanimouſly choſen regent in his room, being grandfather to the young 
King, James VI.; but was murdered by the Queen's party, after being 
regent only 13 months, 1571. His abilities, *tis ſaid, were not equal to 
the government of a headſtrong and factious people, during a minority. 


WILLIAM CEciL, Lord Burleigb, 


The ſon of Richard Cecil, Eſq. Maſter of the Robes to Henry VIII. 
was educated at Cambridge, and ſtudied the law in Gray's-Inn. His 
abilities, while a young man, were ſo extraordinary, that they brought him 
to the notice of Henry VIII. who ordered him a place; and gave him 
the reverſion of the office of Cuſtos Brevium. In the next reign, 1 547, 
the Protector Somerſet made him Maſter of Requeſts; and a year 
after, Secretary of State: in 1551 he was knighted ; and two years fol- 
lowing, made Chancellor of the order of the =. 


On the acceſſion of Mary, he loſt his place of Secretary of State, be- 
cauſe he could not be prevailed upon to change his religion. A parlia- 
ment being called, 1555, he was returned member for Lincoln, although 

he 
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1 
he did not ſolicit it; and in that truſt, he diſcharged his duty, although 
by ſo doing he was ſure to incur the diſpleaſure of the court, to his no 
ſmall perſonal danger. On the acceſſion of Elizabelb, he was again made 
Secretary of State; and in 1 560 he, with Dr. Wollon, negociated a peace 
with France, at Edinburgh. Soon after his return he was made Maſter 
of the Court of Wards; and the next year created Baron * and 
the year following, a Knight of the Garter, and Lord High Treaſurer: in 
this laſt office, he is ſaid to have beeh ſo frugal, as to expend nothing 
but what was for the honour of the Queen, ſecurity of the nation, or the 
ſupport of the neighbouring allies. He was Chancellor of the Univer- 
fity of Cambridge, and a univerſal friend of learning and religion. His 
great attention to his petitioners, whether poor or rich, does him much 


honour; for when his infirmities would no longer let him 550 them 


perſonal anſwers, he took the pains to write them on the backs of their 
petitions. , He died 1598, upwards of 7o years of age, as greatly re- 
greted by his ſovereign and people, as ever man was, being truly called, 
the Father of the Commonwealth. 


EDMUND SHEFFIELD, Lord Sheffield, 
Grandſon of Edmund, the firſt Baron of his name and family (ſo created 


by Edward VI. and who loſt his life in his ſervice againſt the Norfolk 


rebels) and ſon of John, the fecond Baron, who died 1 568, leaving him 
about two years old. ) 
He was one of the Lords who attended the Duke of Anjou to Antwerp 
on his return home, after he had been in England three months to no 
urpoſe, paying his addreſſes to Queen Elizabeth. In 1588, he was 
Ei red for his diſtinguiſhed bravery in the engagement with the Spa- 
niſh Armada; and ſoon after he was made Governor of Brill, and 
a Knight of the Garter. In the reign of Fames I. he was conſtituted 
Lord Preſident of the North; and in the firſi year of the reign of Charles I. 
he was made Earl of Mulgrave. He died 1646, in the eightieth year 
of his age. | 
SIR THOMAs BROMLEY, 
Son of George Bromley, Eſq. of Mitley, in Shropſhire, was educated 


in the law, and became ſo great a proficient, that he was made Solicitor 
General, 1568, and Lord Chancellor in 1579, when he was knighted. 


While he was Solicitor General, he was one of thoſe ſent to expoſtulate 


with the Queen of Scots; and when Lord Chancellor, the firſt in com- 
miſſion appointed for the trial ; on finding her guilty, he, in the names 
of all the Lords, urged Queen Elizabeth to put their ſentence into exe- 
cution. It is remarked he was ſo great in his Chancellorſhip, that al- 
though he ſucceeded Sir Nicholas Bacon, yet the court of chancery was 
ſenſible of no alteration. He died, 1587.

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Six CurIsToPneR HATTON, a 


Born of an ancient family at Holdenby, in Northamptonſhire, was 
educated at Oxford; from thence he went to ſtudy the law in the Inner 
Temple, where he did not remain long, ng always more like a man 
of faſhion, than one brought up to a profeſſion. Being at a maſk at 
court, he was firſt noticed for the comelineſs of his perſon, and his grace- 
ful dancing, by Queen Elizabeth, who made him one of her Gentlemen 
Penſioners, next a Gentleman of her Privy Chamber; and after Captain of 
the Gentlemen Penſioners. The Queen finding him a man of very ex- - 
traordinary abilities, knighted him 1577 ; then made him her Vice- 
Chamberlain, one of her Privy Council, and afterward a Knight of the 
Garter; and laſt of all (on the death of Sir Thomas Bromley), Lord Chan- 
cellor. This place was above his law, but not above his parts; for his 
deciſions were ſo juſt and diſcreet, and his arguments ſo weighty, that 
even his enemies were obliged to acknowledge them. In this elevated 
ſtation, he was humble and very eaſy of acceſs to all addreſſes. 
He was Chancellor of the Univerſity of Oxford, and eminent for his 
charity, generoſity, and patronage. of learning. He died, 1591. His 
death being haſtened by the unexpected and too rigorous demand of an 
old debt by the Queen, when he was not prepared for the payment: 
Elizabeth, ſorry for what ſhe had done, not only viſited and tried to 
ſooth him, when it was too late, but adminiſtered cordials to him with 
her own hands. f 4 


Six Francis WALSINGHAM, 


Born at Chiſlehurſt, in Kent, was educated at Cambridge; from 
whence he was ſent on his travels, where he made himſelf acquainted 
with the laws, cuſtoms, manners, languages, and policy of the ſeveral 
nations through which he paſſed. On his return, his abilities recom- 
mended him to Sir William Cecil, after Lord Burleigh : his firſt public 
employment was an embaſly to France. In 1573, he was appointed one 
of the principal Secretaries of State; and in 1577, was knighted. This 
truly great man was five times Ambaſſador, thrice to France, once to 
the Netherlands, and once to Scotland : his penetration and intelligence 
were ſo extraordinary, that he was always maſter of the ſecrets of the 
enemies of his country, both abroad and at home: in his public concerns, 
he was expenſive and magnificent (for his maxim was, that knowledge 
is never too dear), but frugal and modeſt in his private life, and ſaid to be 
ſo patient, That Chiſlehurſt never ſaw him angry, Cambridge never 
paſſionate, and the court never diſcompoſed.” He died, 1590, ſo poor, 


that his friends were obliged to bury him in as private a manner as poſſible, 
for fear his body ſhould be arreſted. | |

StR WALTER MILDMAY, _. [ts 


Born at Chelmsford in Eſſex, was educated at Chriſt Church College, 
Cambridge. In the reign of Henry VIII. he was made Surveyor to the 
Court of Augmentation, and in that of Edward VI. he was knighted ; 
on the acceſſion of Mary, he loſt his Surveyorſhip, and was obliged to 
retire on account of his religion. . 

Early in the reign of Elizabeth he was made Chancellor and Under- 
Treaſurer of the Exchequer, in which great truſt, he diſcharged his duty 
to his Sovereign, without oppreſſing the people; this impartial conduct, 
together with his being popular in Parliament, excited a jealouſy in the 
Queen, to whom it had been ſuggeſted by his enemies, that he was a 
better Patriot than a Subject. 

In 1584, he founded Emanuel College, Cambridge. Camden, records 
him, ©. a man of remarkable piety and ſingular wiſdom.” He died 1589. 


SIR THOMAS BODLEY, 


Was born at Exeter, 1544, he began his ſtudies at Genoa, where his 
father and family had fled in the reign of Mary to avoid a religious per- 
ſecution, but they returning on the acceſſion of Elizabeth, he finiſhed 
his education at Oxford, and became a great proficient in the learned 
languages. In 1576, he went abroad to inform himſelf in the manners 
and politics of France, Germany, and Italy: on his return, 15 80, he was 
made Gentleman Uſher to the Queen, and afterwards, when his great abi- 
lities were known, was ſent on ſeveral embaſſies ; laſtly, in 1588, he was 
ſent to the Hague, and there was admitted one of the Council of St ate. 
He finally returned to England, 1 595, when finding (notwithſtanding 
his friend the Earl of Eſſex had recommended him to be Secretary of 
State) his advancement at Court obſtructed by the jealouſies and intrigues 
of the — men there, he retired, and the ſame year began the noble 
work of reſtoring the Public Library at Oxford, in which he was ſo ſuc- 
ceſsful, that he opened it in two years after, and in 1610, began to make 
conſiderable additions to the building itſelf; but died before they were 
completed, 1612. He was knighted on the acceſſion of James I. 


PEREGRINE BERTIE, Lord Willoughby, 


The ſon of Richard Bertie, Eſq. by Catherine, laſtwife and widow of 
| Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolk, the daughter and ſole heir of Lord 
Willoughby of Ereſby, was born 1555, at Weſſel in Germany, where his 
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(620) 
parents had juſt arrived from England, with great difficulty and hazard 


of their lives, from their great attachment to the Reformation: He was 
naturalized on their return, in the firſt of Elizabeth, and on the death of 
his mother, 1580, became Lord Willoughby in her right, when having 
taken to a martial life, he became a very.eminent ſoldier, and was knight- 
ed, 1583. Three years after, at the ſiege of Zutphen, he particularly 
diſtinguiſhed himſelf by engaging hand-to-hand the General of the Al- 
banian horſe, whom he unhorſed and took priſoner. In 1 587, on the recal 
of the Earl of Leicefter from Holland, he ſucceeded him as Commander 


in Chief, and the next wg valiantly detended Bergen-op-Zoom againſt 


the Prince of Parma. In 1589, he was ſent with 4000 men to the aſſiſ- 
tance of Henry IV. of France, who, in a letter to the Queen, commends 
his bravery in the attack of the ſuburbs of Paris: the high eſteem in 
which her Majeſty held him, may be ſeen by the following quotation 
from a letter the wrote him in October 1594, beginning, « Good Pere- 
grine,“ and ending, © your moſt loving Soveraigne.””— to a mind devoted 10 
* ations of honor to be reſtrained by any indiſpoſition of body from following tho'e 
« courſes, which 10 your own reputation and our great ſali faction you have for- 
« merly performed.“ Interpret this we pray you to our extraordinary eſti- 
« mation of you, for it is not common with us to deal ſo freely with many. 


He died Governor of Berwick, 1601. 


SIX JOHN NoRRISs, 


Second ſon of Henry the firſt Lord Norris, entered upon a martial life 
in his youth; he ſerved in the civil wars of France under Admiral Co- 


ligny, in Ireland under Walter Earl of Eſſex, in the Netherlands under 


the Arch-duke of Auſtria, the Duke of Lorrain, and the Prince of Orange. 
In 1584, he was made Col. General, and ſent to the relief of Antwerp; 
two years after he was knighted and made Preſident of the Council in 
the Province of Munſter, with power to appoint the principal officers by 
land and ſea for the defence of Ireland. In 1 589, he was Commander of the 
land forces on board Sir Francis Drake's fleet in the expedition to Portu- 
gal: the next year he was Commander of an army ſent into Bretagne, 
to the aſſiſtance of Henry IV. of France. On his return, 1595, he was 
again ſent into Ireland, ſoon after which, the Lord Deputy of that king- 
dom being recalled, he expected to have been appointed to ſucceed him, 
as a reward for his ſignal ſervices; inſtead of which, it was given to ano- 
ther inferior to him 1n abilities and experience, whom he was command- 
ed to ſerve under. This diſappointment ſo much affected him, that he 
ſoon after died of grief, 1597. Camden ſays, * That he was famous for 
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« many virtues, and one of the greateſt Commanders of our nation.” It is fur- 
ther recorded, that in a battle with the Scots, he had three horſes bot under 
« him in one day; that he could force the ftrongeft paſſes, and, when neceſſity obli- 
« ved him, could make ſafe and admirable retreats ; could lye on the cold ground, 
« could ſwim in the deepeſt rivers, in ſhort, endure any thing but an affront.” 


SIR FRANCIS DRAKE, 


The ſon of a Devonſhire ſailor, was born 1 545, and brought up at the 
expence, and under the care of Sir 2 Hawkins, who was his kinſman. 
At twenty, his merit raiſed him to the command of a ſhip, which ſoon 
after he unfortunately loſt, with his whole property, along with Sir John 
Hawkins, in the Gulph of Mexico, through the treachery of the Spa- 
niards ; the deſire of revenge inſtigated him to make repriſals on them. 
His firſt expedition, 1570, was not very ſucceſsful ; but his ſecond, two 
years after, was remarkably ſo ; for he returned with very great richeg. 
In 1573, he was a volunteer under Walter Earl of Efjex, in Ireland, hav- 
ing fitted out three ſtout frigates at his own expence, with which he did 
very great ſervice. In December 1577, he failed from Plymouth, upon 
a voyage to the South Sea, through the Straights of Magellan, which no 
Engliſhman had attempted before, and returned thither again in Septem. 
ber 1580, having ſailed round the globe, and brought with him immenſe 
treaſure: in the April following, the Queen went on board his ſhip at 
Deptford, where ſhe dined, knighted him, and declared her full appro- 
bation of all he had done. In 1585, he was made an Admiral, and ſent 
againſt the Spaniards in the Weſt Indies, where he took, plundered, and 
deſtroyed ſeveral places, bringing off great booty, beſides 200 pieces of 
cannon. In 1587, he was ſent to interrupt the preparations then making 
by the Spaniards to invade England, and was ſo ſucceſsful in deſtroying 
and taking ſeveral of their ſhips that he retarded their invaſion for a year; 
after doing this ſervice, he continued along their coaſts, and demoliſhed 
ſeveral of their forts ; then ſailed to the Azores Iſlands, where he captured 
a ſhip worth 200,000 crowns, the taking of which firſt gave riſe to our 
Eaſt-India Company. He was Vice Admiral againſt the Spaniſh Ar- 
mada, in the deſtruction whereof he had a great ſhare. A large and rich 
galleon ſtruck to him on the bare mention of his name in this he found 


50,000 ducats, which he generouſly divided amongſt the ſailors and 
{oldiers. 
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In 1595 was his laſt expedition, in conjunction with Sir Fobn Hawkins, 
apainſt the Spaniſh Weſt Indies ; this proved fatal to them both, Sir John 
dying in Nov. and Sir Francis the January 4 1595-6. None of 
the enterprizes of theſe great men had created ſuch great expectations, 
and none proved leſs ſucceſsful ; the Spaniards being better prepared to 
receive them than was expected. However, Drake, after the loſs of his 
friend Hawkins, took, burnt, and deſtroyed ſeveral of their places, eſpe- 

| cially the famous town of Nombre de Dios, with all the ſhipping there : 
1 he reſolved after this, to proceed to the Iſland of Eſcudo, and after that 

Il to Porto Bello ; but, being taken with the bloody flux, it ended his 

| mortal glory. | | 
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10 SIR ROBERT SOUTHWELL, 


Of Woodriſing in Norfolk, was knighted 1 583, for his naval merit. 
"EA In 1588, he was one of thoſe commanders who moſt particularly diſtin- 
| guiſhed themſelves againſt the Spaniſh Armada. His ſhip was the El:2a- 
1 beth Jonas, of 500 tons and as many men, and was in the Lord High 
| Admiral Howard's own diviſion, whoſe eldeſt daughter Elizabeth (by his 
firſt wife, a daughter of Lord Hudſon's) he married. In the expedition 
to Cadiz, 1596, he was one of the principal Commanders, when the 
Spaniſh ſhips in that harbour were deſtroyed or taken.

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Will | Sir GEORGE CAREW, 


Whoſe birth was in Devonſhire, 1555, was educated at Oxford, while 
his father was Dean of Chriſt-Church ; but he left that univerſity with- 
. : out a degree, preferring a martial to. a ſtudious - life, and became a 
1 diſtinguiſhed ſoldier. 
U He was knighted 1585, and next made Maſter of the Ordnance in 
| Ireland. In 1596, he was at the taking of Cadiz, where he was choſe 
4 > | of the Council of War. In 1599, . being in a general ſtate of 
. rebellion, he was made Preſident of Munſter, when, with a ſmall force, 
' he reduced to obedience thoſe of. that province, and took the titular 
Earl of Deſmond priſoner. He returned to England 1603, leaving 
Munſter in a perfect ſtate of peace. Fames the Firſt, on his acceſſion, 
| made him Governor of the Iſle of Guernſey, and two years after Lord 
| Carew of Clopton, Chamberlain and Treaſurer to his queen, and 
| Maſter of the Ordnance throughout England for life. Charles I, on 
| i his acceſſion, created him Earl of Totne/s in Devonſhire. hs 
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This honeſt Counſellor, and great commander, like Cz/ar, knew 
how to record,: as well as to do great things ; was a patron of learning, 
and a lover of antiquities. . He died 1629. 


Sir NATHANIEL BACON 


Was ſecond ſon of the Lord Keeper Bacon, by his firſt wife. His 
eldeſt brother, Sir Nicholas, was the firſt Baronet of England, and the 
great Sir Francis Bacon was his halt-brother. | 

| This accompliſhed gentleman, of Brome, in Suffolk, was a Knight 
of the Bath, and painted for his amuſement, being ſo excellent in that 
art, as to be eſteemed inferior to none of the Engliſh artiſts of that 
time. Mr. Pennant ſpeaks highly of his picture of the Old Game- 
keeper, with dead game behind him, at Gorhambury. 


GEORGE BUCHANAN 


Was born 1506, in the Shire of Lenox, Scotland. During his youth 
he ſtruggled with many difficulties, yet he did not neglect his education; 
for in 1526 he was a grammatical Profeſſor in Paris; here he met with 
his firſt patron, the young Earl of Caſſels, with whom he returned to 
Scotland, when James the Fifth raade him preceptor to his natural ſon 
(afterwards the Regent Murray), and ordered him to write. a poem 
againſt the Franciſcans, which he did to his Majeſty's ſatisfaction ; but 
made the clergy his enemies by it; for, in 1539, they cauſed him to be 
impriſoned as a heretic, but fortunately he made his eſcape, and fled to 
England. From thence he went to - France again, and after to 
Portugal, where he was again confined for hereſy. Here he tranſlated 
into Latin Verſe David's Pſalms, which gained him great reputation, 
and at laſt his liberty, 1551. He then returned to England; but ſoon 
after went to France again, where he became preceptor to the ſon of 
the Marſhal of France. He returned to Scotland 1560, and declaring 
himſelf a Proteſtant, was made Principal of Leonard College, in the 
Univerſity of S. Andrews. | 

In 1567, he was choſen Moderator of the Great Aſſembly of the 
Church of Scotland, having joined with the Oppoſition to Qucen 
Mary's party, after whoſe defeat he was made Preceptor to her ſon, 
James VI.; and in 1568 was one of the Commiſſioners ſent to Eng- 
land againſt her. On his return, he had the Abbey of Croſs Regnel 
beſtowed on him, and was made Maſter in Chancery, and, a little after, 
one of the Lords of the Council, and Lord Privy Seal. 
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The laſt twelve years of his life he employed in writing his Hiſtory 
of Scotland, and died at Edinburgh 1582, not leaving enough to bury 
him, and was interred at the expence of that city. 8 


King JaMEs the Firſt of England, 


and Sixth of Scotland, was ſon of Mary, Queen of Scots, by Henry 
Lord Darnly. During his minority, and, in ſhort, till about 1590, he 
was chiefly actuated by the Engliſh party; but from that time by the 
Spaniſh, till the latter end of the reign of Elizabeth, when he was per- 
ſuaded to an alteration, through fear of not being nominated her ſuc- 
ceſſor. | | ; 

Two years after his ſucceſſion to the throne of England, he, by his 
own ſingle authority, united Scotland to it; but the ian 1607, 
rejected this union, to his great mortification. After this, he was at 
variance with almoſt every Parliament he called, becauſe they would 
not give way to his arbitrary proceedings. It is remarked, if he could 
be the king he wiſhed to be, that he had too much good. nature to be 


a tyrant. 


By his profuſeneſs, he not only conſumed vaſt ſums, together with a 
great debt due to this nation from Holland, but alienated almoſt all the 
Crown Lands, to enrich his favourites, who had never done him any 
conſiderable ſervice; and was ſo weak as alternately to be governed by 
them; more eſpecially by his laſt, the Duke of Buckingham, who having 
joined with his ſon, Prince Charles, brought him even to a ſtate of 
ſlavery, in which he died, 1625. 5 RN 

The timidity of this Prince, and his averſion to war, made him facri- 
fice to peace every principle of ſound policy. He was learned, thought 
himſelf wiſe, and had the appellation of Solomon given him. 


LADY ARABELLA SEYMOUR, 


Couſin of James the Firſt, being the only child of his father's 
younger brother Charles Stuart, Earl of Lenox, by Elizabeth, daughter 
of Sir William Cavendiſh and his wife Elizabeth, who, after his death, 
became the celebrated Counteſs of Shrewſbury. | 

Lady Arabella is ſaid to be born about 1577 ; if ſo, it muſt have 
been after the death of her father, who died 1576, in the twenty-firſt 
year of his age. Her mother did not ſurvive many years, as appears 
by the following quotation from a letter in the poſſeſſion: of J. Thane, 
of the Earl o Shrewſbury to Queen Elizabeth, reſpecting the Lady

* to my ſunne Hary Talbott, he ſhall more at large declar to your Majeſtie, 
« Theſe are the very rayſons dyd move me to command my ſunne to diſburden bim- 
« ſelf of ſo weighty and dangerous a charge, as yet I moſt humbly beſeech your 
« Majeſtie to permit me and him to doo. The chyld is of a very good wytt and 
« nature, as I thynk to be brought upp under a band more carefull of ber ver- 
ce tuous educaſyon, when it ſhall lyk your Majeſtie to let me have your preſens, 
« Hall be abel to tell you more.” © 

Lady Arabella's affinity to the Crown occaſioned her much uneaſi- 
neſs, and many misfortunes ; for, in the latter end of Elizabeth's reign, 
ſhe was in a ſort of durance, as it is ſaid, for attempting to marry a 
ſon of the Earl of Northumberland, but more probably on account of 
the Pope's forming a deſign to raiſe her to the throne. Soon after the 
acceſſion of James, there being a kind of conſpiracy formed in her fa- 
vour, but detected, ſhe was confined cloſely to her own houſe, which 
both impaired her health and fortune; about ſeven years after ſhe re- 
ceived her liberty, and a preſent of ſome plate from the King, and 
money to pay her debts, &c. Not long after, 1610, ſhe was privately 
married to Sir William Seymour, ſecond ſon of the Earl of Hartford, 
without the King's knowledge. This, when it was known, occaſioned 
them both to be ſent to the er about a year after their impriſon- 
ment, they contrived and effected their eſcape, which greatly alarmed 
the Court; however, ſoon after Lady Arabella was taken at fea in her 
way to France, and committed a cloſe priſoner in the Tower, where 
ſhe ſpent the remainder of her days in a melancholy diſquietude, which 


at laſt deprived her of her reaſon; ſhe died, 1615, having been con- 
fined the laſt time four years; 
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TogiAs MaTnew, Archbiſhop of York, 


Was born in Briſtol, 1546, and educated at Oxford; he was much 
eſteemed for his great learning, eloquence, wit, and friendly diſpoſi- 
tion. In 1569, he was elected Orator of that univerſity, next year 
Canon of Chriſt-Church and Archdeacon of Bath. He was choſen 


Preſident of St. John's College 1572, and being an admirable preacher, 


was made one of Queen El:zabeth's Chaplains, &c. , In 1576, he was 
Dean of Chriſt-Church, and three years after Vice-Chancellor of Ox- 
ford. He was made Dean of Durham 1 583, and in 1595 biſhop thereof; 
and laſtly, 1606, Archbiſhop of York. 

After he became a Biſhop, he preached. no leſs than 1271 ſermons. 


He died 1628. 


Lupovick STUART, Duke of Lenox, 7X 


The fon of Eſne Lord D' Aubigny, couſin to King 8 and by him 
created Duke of Lenox, and made Lord High Chamberlain. He dy- 
ing in France, 1583, the King ſent for his ſon Ludovict, and had bis 


education finiſhed under his own eye: after it was completed, he gave 


him the eſtates and offices of his anceſtors, and in 1601 ſent him am- 
baſſador to France. 

Soon after the acceſſion of James to the throne of England, he was 
created Earl of Necaſtle, and in 1615 Duke of Richmond. He was 
Maſter of the Houſhold, F irſt Gentleman of the Bedchamber, and a 
Knight of the Garter. 

He merited all the honours he received, being a nobleman of an ex- 

cellent character; he died ſuddenly, 1623. 


JohN Dio, Earl of Briſtol, - 


A younger ſon of George Digty, Eſq. of Coleſhill, in Warwickſhire, was 
born 1580. He received his education at Oxford, during which, when 
he was only ſixteen years old, he was one of the poets, to bewail the 
death of Sir Henry Unton : when he left the univerſity, he travelled 


through France and Italy for his further improvement; and, at his re- 


turn, was made by James the Firſt, one of the Gentlemen of his Privy 


Chamber, and in 1605 was knighted. He was made Vice-Chamber- 


lain

lain of the Houſehold, and Privy Councillor, 1616; two years after 
created Lord Digby, and in 1622 Earl of Briffol. He was James's moſt 
reſpectable Ambaſſador, and was ſent in that capacity ſeven times, 
once to the Emperor Ferdinand”s court; once to the Arch-duke Alberi's, 
once to the Duke of Bavaria's, and four times to the Court of Spain ; 
the laſt occaſion was on the well-known treaty of marriage between 
Prince Charles and the Infanta. | 

In the reign of Charles I. he became very popular, having proved, in 
his own juſtification to Parliament, the falſity of what the Duke of 
Buckingham and the King (when Prince), had advanced againſt him, 
while abſent in Spain. 

On the breaking out of the cival wars he joined the Parliament, and 
commanded two troops of their horſe; but when he found that they 
were carrying things to ſuch a height, and againſt monarchy itſelf, he 
went over to the King, and did him all the ſervice he could, and at laſt 
died an exile in his cauſe at Paris, 1652. 


James Hay, Earl of Carliſſe, 


A Scotchman of ancient family, came to England with James I. who 
had knighted him while in Scotland; was made Lord Hay of Sawley 
I615, two years after, Viſcount Doncaſter, and in 1622 Earl of Carliſle. 
He was a Privy Counſellor, a Knight of the Garter, and the moſt ſum 
tuous Ambaſſador this country ever had. He was remarkable for his 
great and extravagant entertainments. His public entry into Paris, on 
his embaſly relative to the marriage of Charles and Henrietta Maria, was 
ſo magnificent, that even his horſes were ſhod with filver. His pro- 
penfity to dreſs and feaſting was ſo great, that he even continued there- 
in, o_ he knew his phyſicians had given him over, and till his death, 
in 1636. 


TrHoMaAs SACKVILLE, Earl of Dor/et, 


Was born at Buckhurſt in Suſſex, 1536. i He began his education at 
Oxford, and finiſhed it at Cambridge, and was admired at both theſe 
univerſities, during his youth, for his wit, manlineſs of behaviour, 'and 
his poetry. When he left Cambridge he entered himſelf a ſtudent in 
the Temple, where his abilities ſoon cauſed him to be called to the 
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for Suſſex, and in her ſecond, was choſen for Bucks. In 1567, he was 


knighted by the Duke of Norfolk, in the preſence of the Queen, who 


created him Lord Buckhurſt. In 1590, he was made a Knight of the 
Garter, and the next year choſen Chancellor of Oxford. On the death of 
Lord Burleigh, he was made Lord High Treaſurer, and on the acceſ- 
ſion of James I. continued in the ſame, till he died ſuddenly at the 
council-table, 1608. | | 

He was twice Ambaſſador, once to Charles IX. of France, afterwards in 
1587 to Holland; his upright conduct, in this laſt employ ment, not ſuiting 
the politics of the Earl of Leicefter, he was impriſoned till the death 
of that favourite. In ſhort, he was one of the few Firſt Miniſters who 
left a fair character behind him. 


Henry HowaRrD, Earl of Northampton, 


The younger ſon of the famous Earl of Syrry, beheaded in the reign 
of Henry VIII. was educated at Cambridge, and, after having travelled 
through Italy, and other countries, became learned, a man of wit, 
and of fluent eloquence. Notwithſtanding theſe accompliſhments, it 1s. 
obſerved he was not reſpected by Queen Elizabeth, and miſſed prefer- 
ment during her reign, although he was an abje& flatterer of her fa- 
vourite, the Earl of Eſſex. On the acceſſion of James I. he was made 
one of his Privy Council, Warden of the Cinque Ports, Conſtable of 
Dover Caſtle, Lord Hivard of Marnhill, Earl of Northampton, and 
one of the Commiſſioners for executing the office of Earl Marſhal. 

In 1605, he was made Knight of the Garter, and three years after 
Lord Privy Seal: he was alſo Chancellor of Cambridge, and High 
Steward of Oxford. 

He founded three hoſpitals; at Caſtleriſing in Norfolk, at Green- 
wich in Kent, and at Clin in Shropſhire ; wrote on religion and other 
ſubjects, and died 1614, juſt before the diſcovery of the murder of Sir 
Thomas Overbury, in which he had a principal ſhare, to promote the 


marriage of his kinſwoman, the Counteſs of Efex with the Earl of 


Somerſet (King Fames's moſt particular favourite at that time, to whom 


he made his court by the moſt fulſome flattery), and to get the manage- 


ment of ſtate affairs intruſted to him by that favourite. 


: MS HENRY 


In the firſt Parliament of Queen Elizabeth, he was elected a Member 
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Henry PERCVY, Earl of Northumberland, 


Was ſon of Henry, Earl of Northumberland, that ſhot himſelf in the 
Tower 1585, where he was confined for having been engaged in trai- 
terous deſigns * Queen Elizabeth, in favour of Mary Queen of 
Scots. About fix months after his father's death, he embarked with 
the Earl of Leiceſter into the Low Countries, where he ſignalized him- 
felf as a ſoldier. In 1588 he hired ſeveral ſhips at his own expence, 
and joined the fleet againſt the Spaniſh Armada, diſtinguiſhing himſelf 
as a naval officer. In 1593, he was made a Knight of the Garter. In 
1601, he was a volunteer at the ſiege of Oſtend. 

On the acceſſion of James I, he was made one of his Privy Coun- 
cil, and Captain of the Band of Gentlemen Penſioners. In May 
1604-5, he bore the baſon at the chriſtening of Princeſs Mary, his 
Counteſs being one of the God-mothers : but a few months after, the 
gun- powder plot being diſcovered, he ſuffered much, on ſuſpicion 
only, owing to a diſtant relation of his, whom he had made a Gentle- 
man Penſioner, being one of the chief conſpirators, and ſeen at his 
houſe the day before the deep tragedy was to have been acted. He was 
fined 30,0001. and ordered to be impriſoned in the Tower for life, by 
our then inquiſition, the Star Chamber, and was not. releaſed from 
thence till fifteen years after, notwithſtanding he proved his innocence ; 
and then only at the interceſſion of his ſon-in-law, the Lord Hay, after- 
wards Earl of Carliſle. During his confinement he ſpent his time in 
the purſuits. of literature and ſcience, having for his fellow-priſoner 
Sir Waller Raleigh; and engaging beſides, a number of the moſt emi- 
nent ſcholars, to divide their time with him ; three of whom, from their 
diſtinguiſhed eminence in the mathematical ſciences, were called his 
Three Magi, and he himſelf, Henry the Wizard. On his releaſe, having 
heard that the favourite, Buckingham, was drawn by ſix horſes, he or- 
dered eight to his carriage, and drove through London to Bath ; and 
when he had perfectly recovered his health, he retired to his ſeat at 
Petworth, where he lived in peace and plenty, and was viſited by moſt 
of the nobility, till he died on the memorable day, the 5th of Novem- 
ber, 1632, at a very advanced age. 


Francis MANN ERS, Earl of Rutland, 


The ſecond ſon of Jobn, fourth Earl of Rutland, and brother of 
Roger the fifth Earl (who took part in the Earl of E/ex's inſurrection), 
began his travels 1598, being in the tenth year of his age, paſſing 

through.

through France, Italy, and Germany, where he had a particular reſpect 
ſhown him by the different kings and princes. On his return, at the 
Coronation of Fames the Firſt, he was made a Knight of the Bath. In 
1612, he was made Lieutenant of Lincolnſhire, and Juſtice in Eyre of all 
the King's Foreſts and Chaces, north of Trent. In 1616, he attended 
King James into Scotland, and the ſame year was made a Knight of the 
Garter. In 1623, he had the command of the fleet ſent to bring Prince 
Charles, and his ſon-in-law, the Duke of Buckingham, out of Spain. He 
died 1632. . 

f The calamities in this Earl's family were attributed to witch- 
craft; and in 1618, a poor old woman, and her two daughters, were 
taken up on that account; the mother died in going to priſon, and the 
two daughters were, after trial, executed. 
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Ro BERT CEcIL, Earl of Saliſbury, 


Youngeſt ſon of Lord Burleigh, Elizabeth's great ſtateſman, had the I 
advantage, in addition to his natural abilities, to be trained under his 
father, and became not only conſiderably {kill'd in politics, but a great 
proficient in all ſtate affairs. f 

He was knighted 1591, after having been employed in many important : 
negociations, &c. In 1596, he was made one of the Secretaries of State, 
next year Changellor of the Duchy of Lancaſter, and Lord Privy Seal. His 
father dying 1 598, he ſucceeded him in the office of Maſter of the Wards, 
and alſo in the character of Prime Miniſter. During the latter end of 
the reign of Eligabeib, he carried on a private correſpondence with 
James VI. of Scotland, who uſed to call him his Little Beagle, for the 
many diſcoveries he made him; and when Queen Elizabeth died, he 

: was the firſt that proclaimed James her ſucceſſor ; who, on his acceſſion, 

. conſtituted him ſole Secretary of State, and made him Baron Eſſenden, 
and ſoon after Viſcount Cranborne; he was the firſt of that dignity who 
wore a Coronet. In 1605, he created him Earl of Saliſbury, and made 
him a Knight of the Garter, alſo he was choſen Chancellor of Cambridge. 
In 1606 he entertained King James and the King of Denmark, four days 
together, at his ſeat at Theobald's; and in 1608, he was made Lord 
High Treaſurer. He died, much lamented by his Sovereign, 1612, and - 

. was magnificently buried at his manor of Hatfield, in Hertfordſhire, 
which he had in exchange of the King for Theobalds. He was, for in- 


duſtry and capacity, equal to his father, but more artful, more inſinu- 
ating, and treacherous to all, but him.

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Tromas HowarD, Earl of Suffolk, 


Second ſon of the Duke of Norfolk, who was beheaded for his attach- 
ment to Mary Queen of Scots; was knighted at ſea, after the defeat 
of the Spaniſh Armada, for the ſhare he had in that victory. In 1596 
he commanded the third ſquadron of the fleet againſt Cadiz, and par- 
ticularly diſtinguiſhed himſelf in its capture: the year following he was 
next in command to the Earl of Efex, when he went to intercept the 


Spaniſh plate-fleet. In 1 "97 he was elected a Knight of the Garter, and, 
on the acceſſion of James 


Earl of Suffolk, Lord Chamberlain; and, on the death of the Earl of 
"Saliſbury, High Treaſurer of England. In 1613 he was elected Chan- 
cellor of Cambridge, where he once entertained the King at the 
expence of {5,000 ; in 1618 he was accuſed of ſeveral miſdemeanors, 
turned out of his office of High Treaſurer, and fined 30,000, chiefly 
owing to his counteſs, who made uſe of his exalted ſituation to indulge 
her avarice, and took bribes from all quarters. 

He died 1626 at his palace of Audley-End, in Eſſex : this, Coke ob- 
ſerves, © was the nobleſt ſtructure, next to Hampton-Court, ever built by 
« any ſubject in England, which, by a moderate eſtimate, coſt above 
« {190,000.”* This palace, of which now only a part remains, is well 


known to the curious, by the rare prints of it 1n its ſplendor, by Win- 
ſtanly. 


EDWARD SOMERSET, Earl of Worceſter, — 


Son of William the third Earl, by Chriſtian, daughter of Lord North, 
of Cambridge, ſucceeded his father 1588. During his youth he was 
one of the fineſt gentlemen, and one of the beſt horſemen and tilters 
of his time, which, together with his being of Royal Blood, recom- 
mended him to _ Elizabeth, who made him a Privy Counſellor, 
Maſter of her Horſe, her Ambaſſador to Scotland (to congratulate James 
VI. on his marriage with Ann of Denmark), and in 1593 a Knight of 
the Gartey. Soon after the acceſſion of James I. he was made of his 
Privy gell Maſter of his Horſe, and joined in the commiſſion for 
exerciſing the office of Earl Marſhal of Emgland, and in 1616 made 
Lord Privy Seal. He was alſo of the Privy Council of Charles I. and 
died at Worceſter-Houſe, in * Strand, 1627-8. 


G Henry 


. he was made one of his Privy Council, 
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HENRY Cary, Viſcount Falkland, © 


Father of the celebrated Lucius, Lord Falkland, was ſon of Sir Edward 
Cary, of Aldenham, in Hertfordſhire; became one of the Gentlemen of 
the Bed-Chamber and Comptroller of the Houſehold to James I. who, 
in 1620, created him Viſcount Falkland, in Scotland; and two years after 
made him Lord Deputy of Ireland, which grow truſt he filled with 

reat abilities, till his diſmiſſion by means of the Popiſh party, whom 
ke had treated with ſtrict, though legal adminiſtration. Of his in- 
tegrity and diſintereſted loyalty, we can have no greater proof, than that 
he impaired his patrimony in employments, by which others have raiſed 
their fortunes. He died 1633, according to Lloyd, from the accident 
of breaking one of his legs in Theobald's Park. | 


SIR GEOGRE CALVERT, Lord Baltimore, 


Was born at Kiplin, near Richmond, in Yorkſhire, and educated at 
Oxford. After he left his ſtudies he travelled abroad for improvement; 
and, on his return, his abilities recommended him to Robert Cecil, Earl of 
Saliſbury, who made him his chief clerk, and procured for him one 
of the Clerkſhips of the Privy Council. He was knighted 1617, and the 
next year made principal Secretary of State. In 1624 he was choſe 
Member of Parliament for the Univerſity of Oxford; but not long after, 
becoming a Roman Catholic, he went to the King and owned it; and, 
at the ſame time, reſigned his office. His frankneſs pleaſed the King, 
and he made him Baron Baltimore in Ireland. During his Secretaryſhip, 
he had obtained a patent to be abſolute Lord and Proprietor of a part 
of Newfoundland, which he named Avalon, and twice viſited it, having 
expended thereon (25, ooo; at length, being moleſted by the French, 
he fitted out two ſtout ſhips and drove them away; but, they again trou- 
bling him, he thought fit to abandon the place. Charles I. to make 


him amends, granted him the country on the North fide of Cheſapeak 


Bay; but he died beſore the Patent was made out, 1632. 
He was modeſt in his aſſertions, and patient in hearing others, and 
kept himſelf from all intereſts but his maſter's, to whom (during the 


time he was Secretary) he every night carried a digeſted and exact 
account of affairs.

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THOMAS EGERTON, Lord Elleſmere, 


Son of Sir Richard Egerlon, of Ridley, in Cheſhire, where he was 
born 1540. He received his education at Oxford, and ſtudied the law 
in Lincoln's Inn, becoming an eminent Counſellor, In 1581 Queen 
Elizabeth raiſed him for his merit to be her Solicitor-General, in 1592 
her Attorney-General, in 1594 her Maſter of the Rolls, in 1596 
her Lord-Keeper and a Privy Counſellor, and the year following a 
Knight. . 

On the acceſſion of James I. he was continued Lord-Keeper, but not 
in the Maſterſhip of the Rolls, created Baron Elleſmere, and not long 
after conſtituted Lord High Chancellor of England ; in 1610 he was 
elected Chancellor of the Univerſity of Oxford; in 1616 he was High 
Steward at the trial of the Earl and Counteſs of Somer/et, for the murder 
of Sir Thomas Overbury, after whoſe condemnation; he was ſo honeſt 
as to refuſe to affix the Great Seal to their pardon, granted them by the 
King. Notwithſtanding which, the ſame year he was created Viſcount 
Brackley, by the King, who would not permit him to reſign the Great 
Seal, (though, through his infirmities and great age, he moſt earneſtly 
intreated it,) ſaying to him, he himſelf would be his Under Keeper, and 
that he ſhould retain the title of Chancellor during his life. The be- 


ginning of the next year 1616-17 he reſigned his Chancellorſhip of 
Oxford, and died about two, months after at York-houſe, in the Strand. 


Juſt before the laſt event, the King ſent him word he intended to create 
him an Earl, and to give him an annual penſion. 


Jonun, Lord Harrington, 


Whom Camden calls a noted and worthy Knight, was, ſoon after the 
acceſſion of James I. 1603, created Baron Harrington of Exton, in Rut- 
land, and had committed to him and his lady the care of the education 
of the Princeſs Elizabeth, afterwards Queen of Bohemia, whom he 
attended after her marriage to Frederic Elector Palatine, to the Electoral 
Court; but on his retutn from thence, died at Worms, in Germany, 161g. 
His ſon and ſucceſſor, the pious and amiable Lord Harrington, (who 
had been occaſionally the companion of Henry Prince of Wales,) died” 
the year after him at the age of 22, whoſe learning and experience was 
far beyond his years. 


WILLIAM, 
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WILLIAM, Lord Knolles, 


Second ſon of Sir Francis Knolles, by Catharine Cary, grand-daughter of 
Thomas Bolen, Earl of Wiltſhire, father to 1 1075 Ann Bolen, mother of 
Queen Elizabeth, was educated at Magdalen College, Oxford, and created 

aſter of Arts, at the time Queen Elizabeth was entertained by that 
univerſity. On the death of his father, 1596, he ſucceeded him in the 
office of Treaſurer of the Houſehold; and on the acceſſion of James I. 
was not only continued therein, but was created Baron Knolles, of Grays, 
in Oxfordſhire; in 1615 he was made Maſter of the Court of WarJs, 
and about two years after created Viſcount Walſing ford; and in this 
reign alſo was elected a Knight of the Garter: in the ſecond of Charles I. 
he was created Earl of Banbury, and died in the 88th year of his age, 
1632, 


SIR JAMES LEY, Lord Ley, 


A younger ſon of Henry Ley, Eſq. of Teffont in Wiltſhire, was 
educated at Oxford. In 1577 he was admitted a ſtudent in Lincoln's 
Inn, and became a counſellor of great eminence during the laſt ten 
years of Elizabeth; and, in the beginning of that of Fames I. was 
called to the degree of a Serjeant at Law; and the year following, 1604, 
was made Lord Chief Juſtice of the King's Bench in Ireland. In 
1608, having been knighted, he was made Attorney of the Court of 
Wards in England. He became a Baronet 1619, and the next year was 
made Lord Chief Juſtice of the King's Bench, and in 1624 Lord High 
Treaſurer of England, Baron Ley, of Ley, in Devonſhire. In the firſt of 
Charles I. he was created Earl of Marlborough. He reſigned his office 
of Treaſurer 1628, and was made Preſident of the Council. This great 
and learned perſon maintained an unblemiſhed character in all his offices, 


and died 1628-9, at his lodgings in Lincoln's Inn. 


SIR FRANC1s BAcox, Lord Verulam, 


Was the youngeſt ſon of Sir Nicholas Bacon, Elizabeth's Lord Keeper, 
by his ſecond wife Ann, one of the daughters of Sir Anthony Cooke, tutor 
of Edward VI. He was born at York-houſe in the Strand 1561 - _—_—

Elizabeth uſed to call him, while a boy, her young Lord Keeper, for 
his pertinent anſwers to the queſtions ſhe aſked him. He received his 
education at Cambridge; before he was fixteen, he had run through the 
whole circle of the liberal arts, and began to ſee through the emptineſs 
and futility of the philoſophy then in vogue; and, at length made ſuch 
a revolution in ſcience, that his works brought over the learned of almoſt 
every nation to his opinion. | 

After the death of his father, he applied himſelf to the ſtudy of the 
law in Gray's Inn, where he made ſuch a progreſs, as at eight-and- 
twenty to be named by _ Elizabeth one of her learned council 
extraordinary, In 1593 he loſt the queen's favour, by voting againſt her 
in Parliament. In 1600-1 (it is thought in hopes of preferment) he was 
prevailed on to be one of the Queen's Counſel againſt his friend the Earl 
of ex, notwithſtanding he was under very great obligations to him; 


amongſt the reſt, a PE of land worth near two thouſand pounds. Soon 


after the acceſſion of James I. 1603, he was knighted, next year he was 


appointed by the Houſe--of Commons to complain to the King of a 


rs reſpecting -Purveyors, which truſt he managed with ſuch 
ill and addreſs, that he ſatisfied the Houſe and pleaſed the King. 
In 1607 he was appointed Solicitor General, in 1611 he was made Judge 
of the Marſhal Court, in 1613 he was made Attorney Genergl and a 


Privy Counſellor, in 1617 Lord Keeper, two years after Lord High 


Chancellor of England, and created Baron Veru/am, and the year following 
Viſcount St. Albans. All theſe honours, notwithſtanding his extraordinary 


abilities, were not conferred on him without his repeated and earneſt _ 


ſolicitations to Miniſters and Favourites, whom he flattered, together 
with the King, in a moſt ſervile manner, and by that means, helped 
to eſtabliſh the arbitrary meaſures of the Court, contrary to the true 
intereſt of his country. : Ws 
In 1621 he was tried for taking bribes in his high office of Chancellor, 
fined £40,000 and to be impriſoned during the King's pleaſure ; after 
a ſhort confinement in the Tower he was ſet at liberty, and had his 
fine remitted him by the King ; when ſoon after he retired to his ſeat at 
Gorhambury, and purſued his ſtudies, ſurviving his diſgrace rather 
more than five years. He died 1626, at the Earl of Arundel's houſe at 
Highgate, near which he happened to be ſuddenly taken ill. 
uſhworth ſays, Lord Bacon was known to be no admirer of money, 
yet had the unhappineſs to be defiled therewith: he treaſured up 
nothing, neither for himſelf or his family, for he both lived and died 
in debt; he was over-indulgent to his ſervants, and connived at their 
* takings, and their ways betrayed him to that error; they were profuſe 
and expenſive, and had at command whatever he was maſter of.“

SIR JuLivs CæSsAR, 


Son of Cæſar Athelmar, phyſician to the Queens Mary and Elizabeth ; 
the former, becauſe he was deſcended by the female line from the 
Duke de Ceſarina in Italy, ordered that the name of Cz/ar ſhould be 
continued to his poſterity. Julius was born 1557, and received his 
education in the Univerſities of Oxford and Paris. In 1581 he was 
made a Doctor of the Civil Law at Paris, and two years after the ſame 
at Oxford. He was made a Doctor of Common Law 1585, and ſome 
time after became Maſter of the Requeſts, and Judge of the High Court 
of Admiralty. | | 

On the acceſſion of James I. he was knighted, and appointed Chan- 
cellor and Under Treaſurer of the Exchequer. In 1607, he was made 


a Privy Counſellor; in 1614 Maſter of the Rolls, and continued in that 
office till his death, 1639. 


He was one of the beſt Civilians of his time; and further noted for 
his integrity, great charity, and benevolence. e 


SIR RoßERT Corro, 


eſcended by the Bruces from the Blood Royal of Scotland, was born 
I 570, near Connington in Huntingronſhire, and educated at Cambridge. 
He applied himſelf to the ſtudy of antiquities during his youth, and ſo 
diſtinguiſhed himſelf, that he was choſe a member of the Antiquarian 
Society. When he was but eighteen, he began to form his Collection 
of ancient Records, Charters, and other Manuſcripts. 

On the acceſſion of James I. he was knighted ; in 1608 he was made 
one of the Commiſſioners to inquire into the State of the Navy, and 
in 1611 he became a Baronet. ' | OT 

His learning and ſkill in the hiſtory and antiquities of his count 
was ſuch, that, during the reign of James I. he was conſulted as an 
oracle, by Privy Counſellors and Miniſters of State; and, in all the 
parliaments he ſerved in, with a truly public ſpirit he earneſtly contended, 
that the Prerogative and Privilege ſhould run in their proper channels. 

He was one of the firſt who collected coins in this country, and 
communicated them, together with his Collection of Seals, to Speed 
for his Chronicle ; in ſhort, he was ſo liberally minded, that all ingenious 
and inquiſitive perſons had his library and collections open to them ; 
and the great Camden and Selden own themſelves obliged to it. He died 
at his houſe in Weſtminſter 1631. After his death, the Pope wiſhed 


to purchaſe his collections to add to the Vatican, but the project was 
prevented, to the honour of this country.

SIR EDWARD CEecir, 


Third Son of Thomas firſt Earl of Exeter, by his firſt wife, one of the 
co-heireſſes of Fobn Lord Latimer, was born 1 £71, and, having taken to 
a martial life, became a Colonel of Foot ; at the Battle of Newport, 


1600, he commanded the Engliſh Horſe, and had a principal ſhare in 


that victory. 

Sir John Ogle ſays, that © Cecil, with his troop, forced the Arch- 
e duke's own troop to ſeek, with confuſion, ſuccour amongſt their 
« Foot.” In 1610 he was Lord General in the Netherlands, where, 
altogether, he ſerved no leſs than thirty-five years with great reputation. 

Soon after the acceſſion of Charles I. (in October) he was ſent out 
Admiral of the Fleet againſt Cadiz, bur returned without doing any 
thing conſiderable, arriving there too late for action; this not being 
his Bulk, he was made Baron Cecil of Putney, and the year following, 
1626, created Viſcount Wimbleton, made a Privy Counſellor, Lord 
Lieutenant of Surrey, and Governor of Portſmouth. He died 1638. 


SIR JOHN OGLE, 


Was Lieutenant Colonel to Sir Francis Vere, under whom he ſerved 
with diſtinguiſhed bravery : he writes, that in their laſt charge, at the 
battle of Newport, Prince Maurice beheld with admiration the courage 
of the Engliſh, calling out, FYoyez, wvoyez les Anglois, qui tournent à 
la charge. Sir John further ſays, that he loſt his enſign in this laſt 
charge, but that it was recovered again by his officer. 

In that well known parly of Sir Francis Vere, at the Siege of Oſtend, 
Sir John ventured out of the works on that occaſion, notwithſtanding 


Sir Francis ſaid, he feared he would be ſhot, anſwering, “ I'II put it to 


« the adventure; and was the inſtrument of that great piece of 
generalſhip. 


SIR THOMAS SMITH, 


Second ſon of Thomas Smith, Eſq. of Oſtenhanger, in Kent, was 
7 1596, in the reign of Elizaletb, of whom he farmed the 
Cuſtoms. 


In 1604, under James I. he was, for his mercantile abilities, ſent 
Ambaſſador to Ruſſia. 


In 1609 he was made Governor of the Eaſt-India Company, Governor 
of the Muſcovy Company, and Preſident and Treaſurer for Virginia | 
an 
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and this ſame year the India Company, having built a ſhip of 1200 


tons at Deptford, invited King James and Prince Henry to the launch, 
and entertained them in the cabin with a ſplendid banquet, all ſerved 
in China, which diſhes, &c. after dinner, were allowed to be taken 
away by any that*would have them. The King then gave Sir Thomas 


| Smith a gold chain with a jewel, and his portrait hanging to it, worth 
more than 200, putting it at the ſame time about his neck with his 


own hands. | 

In 1618, Sir Thomas's magnificent houſe at Deptford was burnt down, 
and the next year, being complained of for certain frauds in office, he 
was removed from his employments. 


SIR HENRY SPELMAN, 


Was born at Congham, near Lynn Regis in Norfolk, 1562, educated 
at Cambridge, and ſtudied the Law in Lincoln's Inn. He became very 


learned in the Conſtitution, Laws, and Antiquities, of his Country. 


In 1602 he was appointed High Sheriffof Nortolk, in 1607 nominated 
one of the ee dae for determining the unſettled lands and manors 
in Ireland, and after appointed one of the Commiſſioners to enquire into 
the oppreſſions of exacted fees, in all the courts and offices of England; 
and, for his indefatigableneſs therein, was preſented with three hundred 
pounds, till ſomething better could be done, for him, and was knighted. 

In 1614 he was one of the chief in reviving the Antiquarian Society; 
which the King ſoon after put a ſtop to, leſt that learned body ſhould 
enquire into ſtate affairs, as well as antiquities. 

Sir Henry intended alſo to revive the old Saxon tongue, and was makin 
a proviſion for the eſtabliſhment of a Saxon lecture at Cambridge ; but 
death prevented him, 1641.

SIR Horace VERE, 1 


Was grandſon of Jobn Earl of Oxford, who died 1539, and younger 
brother of the great Sir Francis Vere. 

He, like his brother, having taken to a military life, accompanied 
him to the Netherlands, where he borea part in-his moſt ſignal exploits. 

He was knighted 1 596, in 1604 he took Sluys, which was thought 
impregnable. His celebrated retreat is well known: Spinola ſaid, he 
had eſcaped with 4000 men from between his fingers. 

He was created Baron Tilbury 1625, and died ſuddenly 1635, and 
was buried near his brother in Weſtminſter Abbey. PREY

ö Lady Mary VERE. 


This exemplary lady was born 1581, ſhe was the youngeſt of fifteen 
children; her mother died three days after ſhe was born, and her father 
when ſhe was only eight years old. | | 

Her firſt huſband was a Mr. William Hobby, her ſecond and laſt, 
Sir Horace Vere, whom ſhe ſurvived many years, and died 1671, in the 
ninety- firſt year of her age. | 

In the time of the Commonwealth ſhe had the care of the Dukes of 
York, Glouceſter, and the Princeſs Elizabeth, committed to her by 
parliament. e 

Her extraordinary piety, together with that of her huſband, Sir Horace, 
will beſt be ſeen by a quotation from a letter ſent to her, by the learned 
Archbiſhop Her, 1628. 3 

« The thing that I have moſt admired in your noble Lord, is, that 
« ſuch lowlineſs of mind, and ſuch an high pitch of a brave ſpirit, 
« ſhould be yoked together, and lodged in one breaſt. And on the other 
« fide, when I reflect upon you, methinks, I underſtand that ſaying of 
« the Apoſtle better than I did, That as the man is the image and glory 
« of God, ſo the woman is the glory of the man. And to your Comfort 
e let me add this, That if I have any infight in things of this nature, 

or have any judgment to diſcern ſpirits, I have clearly beheld en- 
« graven on your ſoul, the image and ſuperſcription of my God.” 
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SIR WILLIAM WAAD,

Eldeſt ſon of Armigell Waad, Eſq. of Yorkſhire, who was the firſt 
Engliſhman that diſcovered America, was, for his learning, integrity, and 
great abilities, made Clerk of the Council to Queen El;zabeth; he alſo 
was once her Ambaſſador to Philip II. of Spain. In 1603 he was 
knighted by Fames I. in 1606, being Lieutenant of the Tower, he there 
entertained Chriſtian IV. of Denmark, with a banquet. 

Lloyd obſerves of him, that © He was a fcholar himſelf, and a patron 
to ſuch that were ſo, being never well but when employing the induſ- 
* trious, penſioning the hopeful, and preferring the deſerving : and 
further, none was more knowing than he, none more civil, none 
more grave in life, none more pleaſant in his carriage.“ 
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WILLIAM CAMDEN, 


Was born in London 1551, received his education in Chriſt's Hoſ- 
pital and St. Paul's School till he was fifteen, but after that age at Ox- 
ford, where, he informs us, he firſt imbibed a ſtrong inclination for the 
ſtudy of antiquities. 

In 1575 he became ſecond maſter of Weſtminſter School ; when at 
his leiſure he was encouraged in his favourite ſtudy, by Sir Philiþ 


Sidney, and firſt publiſhed his Britannia, 1586. He became head maſter 


of Weſtminſter School in 1592-3; but reſigned it on his being made 
Clarencieux King of Arms, 1597. 

He was in ſuch eſteem for his learning and genius in the reign of 
James I. that he was offered knighthood, though his modeſty made him 
decline it. ; 8 

He correſponded with almoſt all the Literati of Europe, and was fo 
known and Lmired abroad by his works, that any foreigner, returning 
from England without ſeeing him, was accuſed of a groſs omiſſion ; he 
was once viſited by fix German noblemen at one time, and, at their re- 
queſt, wrote his lemma 1n each of their books, as a teſtimony that they 
had ſeen him. | 3 

Sir Henry Spelman calls him his ancient friend, and ſays, he was one 
of the greateſt ornaments of the 8 Society. 

In 1621-2 he founded a Lecture for Hiſtory at Oxford, and in 1623 
died at his houſe, at Chiſlehurſt, in Kent. 

He was buried in Weſtminſter Abbey, his funeral being attended by 
the whole Wi of Heralds in their proper habits, accompanied by a 
great number of nobility and perſons of the firſt diſtinction. 


THOMAS SUTTON, 


The founder of the Charter-houſe, was born at Knaith, in Lincoln- 
ſhire 1531, and educated at Cambridge : during his youth he travelled 
through France, Spain, Italy, &c. upon his return he became Secretary 
to the Earl of Leiceſter, ſoon after Paymaſter to the Northern Army, 
Victuatter to the Navy, and a Commiſhoner for the Prizes. 

His mercantile knowledge and abilities led him to be a partner in 
foreign adventures, in ſo much, that at one time he had no leſs than 
thirty agents abroad. , | 

He was a perſon of integrity, regular life, and remarkably charitable: 
he gave the Earl of Suffolk & 13,000 for the Carthuſian Monaſtery near 
Smithfield, now called the Charter-houſe. He died 1611. 
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
